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Preface - Still working on it 


This is still a work in progress, but it's shaping up to become the work I want it to be. Of 
course, if you want a more definitive version, make sure to read the final version... in case it's 
out. But if you want to see how it was made, and see any scrapped ideas, you can read the drafts, 
but, be warned, they're drafts, they can be rough, and not completely refined. 

This poem now features Kirby! Now then, this poem is actually an "Adventures of Lolo" 
Fanwork that features several Kirby characters, rather than a Kirby Fanwork. You'll notice that 
the lore of the Lolo games is followed faithfully, while I take some creative liberties with Kirby 
sometimes, but, not enough to completely change Kirby's character. Kirby still is cute and 
friendly. He is going to be a major plot point during this draft (and hopefully the final version of 
the poem) 

Previously, on the first draft, the middle of the story consisted almost entirely of the 
lakesprits playing games with the spiders. However, this part of the plot was a placeholder for 
the conflict of the story. I'm happy to say that I have actually thought of an interesting plot to 
write about. The second act of this story takes inspiration from Kirby & The Amazing Mirror. 
It's sprinkled with original stuff as well, and more layers to the plot too. 

Regarding conflict, this story has more than one villain. There's also a successor to King 
Egger, called King Mayon, who is to be the nephew of Egger. 

Almost the entire poem has been rewritten to fit the new plot and to work on the 
characters. The only part that hasn't been completely rewritten is the third act, which will 
receive it's own update in a later draft. And yes, there will be more drafts between this release 
and the eventual final release during May. They will come up faster, since they'll have more 
minor changes. 

As for what's to come in the next drafts, I have yet to write out several of the endnotes in 
this poem. Endnotes in this poem serve as small bits of story, all of them are told by characters 
other than Povynn (me, Povynn is literally me), and sometimes are flashbacks. They're a 
solution to the problem of having a first person present tense story happening in a linear 
fashion from the perspective of one character. I'm even thinking of adding more, so other 
characters, like Quentin and Emronia, can be given more characterization. 

On the third draft, which is the one that comes after this one, I'm planning to get Hai 
more involved in the plot. The third draft will also include the remaining endnotes. After that, 
I'll rewrite the third act and ending of the story to be cooler. There will be a fourth draft after 
that, then a fifth draft, then a release candidate, and then, finally, the definitive version of this 
poem. 


Book I - Soaring the sky 


1- Welcome to Floralia 


Over the skies, I fly along my two friends, over a morning sky filled with stars.

As we cross through the clouds, the sky clears to reveal our destination. 

Floralia is composed of six islands, each one hovering at a different height. 

Each one housing different expanses of land, each one being a different world. 

But, the first island we'd like to visit is the highest one, Royal Road. 

This is the metropolis of the country. Above it's clouds there's castle walls and towers. 
Gears spin between the bridges that connect each section of the city. 

Narrow rivers of water flow towards the surroundings of the city. 

But, not only towards its edges, but, towards the lower levels, below the bridges. 
Blimps float down to the lower islands, with sails that adjust to their winds. 

We arrive at the gates, as we land on a platform filled with brick tiles of warm colors. 
The clouds at our feet cross through the trees and paths that lead to the city. 

Some guards come near us, wearing bug-shaped helmets, and ask for our names. 
"My name? I am Povynn Kalisvir, a lakesprit who travels across space" I tell them. 
One of them asks "Good to know. By any chance do any of you bring mirrors?"

The guards analyze Quentin, and look below his hat, white hair, and blue cheeks.

She opens her purse, showing her possessions, which included a makeup kit. 

The guards opened it, and turned their heads away in disgust. The kit had a mirror. 
"Unfortunately, this item is not allowed to enter our Kingdom." One guard says. 
Another guard points out "Recent events caused us to ban mirrors, temporarily."

3 - Chased around 


After filling ourselves, we thought of getting some souvenirs.

Rustles of leaves and falling objects make us turn our heads. 
A white-haired spider emerges from some bushes and flies away. 
He carries a huge bouquet of flowers. So big, that some even fell. 
His red scarf waves as he holds it tight with his white and orange gloves. 
He looks back to see the one-eyed scarfies that chase him. 
As their jaws close and open below their single eyes, which is not their usual form. 
Naturally, scarfies are orange orbs with ears, and two axolotl-like eyes.

They eyes would turn into a single one, and their skin would turn brown.

She then nods at us "Great to see you as well, travelers. And thanks for your visit." 
The spider Queen then walks away as she waves to us with her glove. 

She then brings a silver plate, with borders that emulate flowers and leaves. 

On top of it, there's cookies with jelly on the middle, resembling flowers. 

She says, "Me and Taranza attempted to research about you lakesprits, but... 

We didn't get enough time to really know anything. Would you tell us about you?" 
The three of us lakesprits blush and giggle a bit, each one of us taking a cookie. 

I tell her, "One ancient legendary being, known as Arceus, created the lakesprits. 
Far beyond Popstar, far beyond the planets on your sky, there's the world Arceus made. 
The first three lakesprits hatched from one egg, and designed the minds of that world. 
Uxie, the yellow one, created cognition. Mesprit, the pink one, created emotions. 
And Azelf, the blue one, is said to have created willpower, but you can say it's movement. 
We ourselves aren't the original ones, therefore we are brand new lakesprits. 
Emronia and Quentin are very close friends who come from a place called Roccomenta. 
And Iam Povynn Kalisvir. Iam a lakesprit who specializes in perception. 
Which means that I can create images, sounds, and illusions. 

I will make sure that my abilities will assist you on your mission. 


Would you tell us more about yourself, Your Majesty?" 

The Queen feels delighted, "About me? Well, Iam Sectonia of the Lunae Filum’ house. 
My family has been taking care of Floralia for a long time, as civilians and as royals. 
We started out as residents of Botoria, and then contributed to Floralia's history. 
My ancestors built some of the parks, and developed technology for this country. 
Eventually, we were chosen to rule’ this country, and it's been good ever since." 

I nod, "And we can keep it up. Speaking of that, would you tell us about Dark Mind?" 
The Queen says, "Oh, sure. Did Taranza tell you about the Council of the Seven Years? 
Me and Taranza are part of it, and we're considering recruiting the three of you." 

I stand up firm and say, "Yes, Her Majesty, I'm up for this task. You can count on me." 
Emronia and Quentin scratch their heads, and whisper to each other.

3 - Fine Fields

A wide panoramic view of the planet, much clearer than the view from above. 
With her floating glove, the Queen points at what was once a crater on the horizon. 
Once a crater, now turned into a field of green grass, surrounded by a monument. 
With a spyglass on our hands, we look at the former town with more detail. 
The monument has a statue at the center, with bouquets on its surroundings. 
The Queen says, "Centuries ago, when we moved to the newborn floating islands. 
Out of the far away sky, out from the galaxy, Dark Mind emerged and caused chaos. 
It started out as a glimpse up in the sky, blending between the stars. 

But then it got closer, threatening to affect us. The sky dawned with fiery colors. 
Clouds spun along with the stars, and the wind blew even the islands out. 

It opened its eye, and spawned mirrors around it, and blew up our previous home. 

As each one of us attacked individually, we realized we couldn't do this on our own. 

So, we figured out a plan, to create something strong and self-sustaining. 
Something that could take great amounts of energy and direct it at our threat. 
Engineers from several countries in Popstar came to build the project. 

It was an automated snake-shaped mechanism, that operated through magic. 

The name given to it was Coily Rattler, and it became a legend after sealing Dark Mind. 
Ever since then, we have been living on Floralia, leaving Botoria rest below." 

As we take another look at the statue, we notice the shape of a snake and smaller beings. 
We walk more across the island and between the multicolored trees. 

With their gloves glowing, the spiders spawn water that could grow the crops. 
And then the spiders spin the falling fruits into baskets for them to carry. 

Upon us there are even natural bridges of land, grass, and wood. 

Emronia then asks, "How come Dark Mind emerged once again? What happened?" 
The Queen explains, "I am glad you asked that question. Here is the rundown. 
Above the skies of Popstar, there lies a mirror-shaped portal to another land. 

A completely different realm, which we have called... the Mirror World. 
It used to be a peaceful region, that is, until some months ago. 

That was when, mirrors that came from that place started reflecting unpleasant images. 
Not just that, we also heard that those who looked at the mirrors would harm others. 
And so, we started to dispose of the mirrors, which unleashed his fury. 

Dark Mind appeared once again on the skies, and released his army. 

I can't help but think. If he's letting us choose between this and that... 

If we're being forced to pick one poison or the other one... 


Then, we'd like to carve out our own path instead, our own good, that is." 
As we entered deep into a forest, the leaves made a deep green ceiling above us. 
Some of those leaves crossed our breeze along with seeds of dandelions. 
The patterns on the trunks of the trees feel unique, they look like furniture. 

The spiders descend the other bridge we were crossing, and water the grass below it. 
Then, one of the sprouts that were just as big as us swells several times bigger. 
And from it, a red fruit with a golden peel spinning around it emerges at its tail. 
Sparks of light bend are drawn towards it, as the spiders carefully pick it for their basket. 
"This is one of Floralia's most magical features, the Miracle Fruit." Sectonia points out. 
Taranza adds, "They house a lot of power, enough for a seed to sprout a giant stalk." 
"Though, there can be other special uses for them, I may add." The Queen says. 

We walk out of the forest as both spiders hold baskets filled with fruits. 
Quentin asks, "Her Majesty, do you have a clue regarding... Kirby?" 

She then turns to say, "Kirby? Of course I know of him. That's a name you should know!" 
"A pink puffball who saved Popstar and other planets several times." Taranza adds. 
Sectonia tells us, "He can copy the abilities of others, in such a magical way. 

Let it be with electricity, fire, or even with weapons that come from the thin air. 
There might be the chance that there's no limit to his potential. 

Kirby defeated an enemy similar to Dark Mind... that was called Dark Matter.* 
Turns out there were multiple of them, coming from a bigger enemy called Zero. 
Zero was a giant white ball, with a single eye, and it was the source of those creatures. 
After Kirby defeated? it, it returned and invaded multiple worlds, not just Popstar! 
And once again, with his friends, he helped defeat the reincarnation of Zero!*" 
"One might even say he's the Hero of the Lower World!" Taranza adds. 
Sectonia giggles, and says, "However, he's been missing for several months now. 
We could really use his help, as we believe he could even heal the corrupted." 

"He did save King Dedede from Dark Matter’, after all." Taranza deduces. 

The Queen then says, "Unfortunately, we will have to do this ourselves. 

But, don't worry too much, as we have company." She concludes as she extends her hand. 
At the distance, two orbs can be seen, the two with white shoes and gloves. 

One of them blue, and the other one pink, with a white bow on top. 


Taranza says, "Lakesprits, these are the King and Queen of Eden Land, Lolo and Lala!"” 


This happened in Kirby’s Dream Land 2. 
This happened in Kirby’s Dream Land 3. 
Also true in Kirby canon, it happened in Kirby 64: The Crystal Shards. 
In Kirby Triple Deluxe, despite all the feats that Kirby has done in previous games, Taranza doesn’t 
consider Kirby the “Hero of the Lower World” until the end of the game, instead, Taranza thinks of 
King Dedede as such at the beginning of the game. 
Also a thing that happened in Kirby’s Dream Land 2 and Kirby’s Dream Land 3. 
Not to be mistaken with Lololo and Lalala. In this poem, Lolo and Lala follow the canon of the 
Eggerland, or Adventures of Lolo series, rather than that canon of the Kirby games. 
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The two of them pose in front of us as they present themselves. 
"I'm Lolo, and I'm the King of Eden Land, a great friend of Sectonia." Lolo says. 
Lala then says, "And I'm Lala, the Queen of Eden Land, and part of its lineage." 
Lolo continues, "We once met at a summit when our parents were monarchs... 
That's when we met Sectonia, who was a princess at that moment.

The views expressed by the characters in this poem do not necessarily reflect my own views. 

This quote is adapted from a David Hume book, Dialogues Concerning Natural Religion. In that work, 
the quote happens to be said by a character called Philo. 

In Kirby’s Adventure (and its remake, Kirby: Nightmare in Dream Land), at the end of the game, Kirby 
places the Star Rod on the Fountain of Dreams. This frees the antagonist of the game, Nightmare. But 
King Dedede didn’t want Kirby to free Nightmare, so Nightmare could remain sealed. At the end, 
Kirby defeats Nightmare. 


The amount of good things he has done outnumber anything bad you've told me about. 
He has even helped King Dedede become better as a person ever since the two met."” 
Quentin whispers to me, "I believe that King Dedede might know more about Kirby. 

Maybe we should pay him a visit, since he's known the puffball personally."

Basically beings like Dark Matter, Zero, or Dark Mind, you know, the evil powerful ones! 
So, in the meantime, as Kirby remains missing, we plan to steal everyone's cakes! 
In the future, people will not believe in gods, but, in their own ideals."

Then, we keep running together, but then, the ones behind get smashed by the hands. 
Both gloves got together and clapped us together, leaving Lolo and Taranza unharmed. 
As the back-to-back attack ends, we walk away dizzy, trying to get our senses back. 
We now all run to each corner, even trying to hide from the wrath of the hands. 
Sectonia, who fled away with Lala, grabs a brown bottle with yellow cap out of her cloak. 
"I feel better already." The Queen of Floralia says after drinking the whole bottle.*
